SUMMARY 


This paper giveS a Systematic account of Sarcophagidae (Diptera) 
from Orissa, India, dealing with 16 species under 8 genera. Out of these, 
8 species are recorded for the first time from Orissa. Distributional 
records of all the species from India are also appended. Two Species, 
Sarcophaga bainbriggei Senior-White and Sarcophaga dux Thomson 
are shifted to their proper generic position, viz. Parasarcophaga 
Johnston 4 Tiegs. 
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
